Dr. II. B. Carriel, superin ten d e n t of 
tl** Dixon state nospttal, conferred w ith 
M ayor M ark I). Sm ith an d Chief of P o­ 
lice J. I). Van B ibber this m o rn in g a t 
the city hall w ith reference to the c o m ­ 
plaint tha t patien ts a r e being pe rm it­ 
ted to run a t large. 
T he supe rin te n d ­ 
e n t expressed him selt as being willing 
an d an xio us to co-operate an d assist 
tiie city officials in a n y w ay possible. 
‘ Tito patien ts at the institution a re 
absolutely harm less.” D r. C arriel told 
the m ayor. 
“ If the people who a re do­ 
ing the m ost com plaining would come 
out to the institution a n d see w ha t we 
have an d how the patien ts 
a r e handled, 
tin y w ould become less frightened. As 
an illustration, each of o ur yo un g lady 
n urs e s cares for 50 m en, even to the 
exten t of seeing tha t they a re put to 
bed, their hours being from 3 in the 
aftern o o n until 11 a t night w hen they 
a re relieved, and these w om en a re not 
frig hten e d because they have no re a ­ 
son to be. 
Officials H andicapped. 
‘‘1 would be glad to receive sug g es­ 
tions from the citizens of Dixon and 
the ir suppo rt in this m a tte r. 
'Wo are 
handicapped in m a n y w ays, the colony 
not affording a m us e m e n t for the pa ­ 
tien ts as it probably should, but I am 
doing everythin g w ithin m y pow er to 
overcom e this obstacle. 
W ith no a s ­ 
sem bly hall in which the patien ts m ay 
co n g re g a te I am now a rr a n g in g for the 
installation of a m ovin g picture m a ­ 
chine and pool table in the laundry. VVe 
alread y have a n indoor baseball team 
m ad e up of the. patients. W e have some 
e n te rta in m e n ts at the colony w hich are 
alw ays welcomed and a re well a tte n d ­ 
is! a n d last evening we had a dance*in 
one of the buildings tha t a ttra c te d a 
g reat num ber. 
“ As far as the m a tte r of patients 
w a n d e rin g a way from tin* colony and 
com ing down to the city is concerned, 
this is a penalty w hich a com m unity 
pays for havin g one of these in s titu­ 
tions in its vicinity. 
W e have a tho u­ 
sa n d a cres of land up there for the m en 
to ro am over and have only a few hun ­ 
dred patients now a nd 1 can n o t im agine 
w ha t will be done w hen we g et in the 
neighborhood of 3,600 a t the colony. Of 
co urse a high fence could possibly he 
built aro un d the g ro un d s an d at the 
present tim e the Illinois C en tral rail­ 
road com pany is ask in g that this be 
done alo n g their rig ht of way, hut J 
do no* thin k tha t this well be done 
d urin g my time. 
T he un d e rta k in g is 
a large one and m ay som e day he car 
lied out hut It would necessarily have 
to he a fence about 30 feet high. 
No Mbro ns At Co lo ny . 
"A t the present tim e we a re not re ­ 
ceiving epileptics 
at 
the 
colony only 
tak in g in the feeble m inded from other 
in stitution s. 
In response to the q ues 
tion as to there being m o ron s a t the 
colony at this time, 1 can truthfully 
sta te tha t there a re none, neither is 
there a paroled convict on the grounds. 
W he re we find tha t the feeble minded 
pa tie n ts are becom ing un ruly they are 
sen t to o the r in stitutio n s w here they 
will have to comply w ith rules which 
do 
not 
cover 
o ur 
colony. 
M any of 
these have been sent to o the r iustitu 
tions w here a stro n g e r re s tra in t is plac­ 
ed over them . 
"T he epileptic: patien ts in some eases 
have objected to being associated with 
the feeble minded 
but 
this 
condition 
cannot be remedied for at ¡cast, a y> ar. 
T he fceldo minded ones w ho a re sent 
here a re absolutely harm less. 
They 
m ay be 23 yea rs old in yea rs but their 
m inds a re those of five-year-old chil­ 
d ren and 
five-year-old child is not go 
ing to comnii; m urder. 
1 am r> -ciy ate 
willing to co-operate a nd assist m every 
wu\ possible to prevent t.hes< men coin­ 
ing to lnxon.
